. IIlIet, 
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Let us therefore as the Apoſtles adviſe 


us, be given to Hoſpitality ; and following 
the Example of this great Prophetintime 


of Dearth, ſet on the great Pot, and gethe Pu- 
tage for our poor Brethren in Diſtreſs. - 

I ſhall now Conclude with this earneſt 
Prayer, That you may never want Clergy, 


Learned Perſons, and Orthodox and dili- 


gent Workmen, that need not be.aſhamed 
daily dividing the Word of Truth ; and, 


like good Stewards, breaking the Bread of 


Life, and diſtributing to each, in their Fa- 
milies, ſutable to their Needs and Capaci- 
ties; and by an holy Life, may powerful- 
ly lead, as well as by ſeund Doctrine ſafe- 


ly guide them to Heaven. 


And l do further pray, That theſe may 


neyer want a People teachable and obedi- 


ent, who may receive them as the Angels 
of God, the Ambaſſadors of Chriſt, and 
the Glory of the Churches; and then 
there is no doubt but they will meet with 
not only their legal Dues, but many grate- 
ful Returns for their abundant Labours, 


reverencing their Perſons, conſulting their 


Reputations, contriving for their decent 
and becoming Support and Maintenance. 
In a Word, eſteeming them and theirs, 
highly for their Works ſake.
